Do  not  be  afraid  to  cut  them  back  severely.  Weaker  branches  remove  entire¬ 
ly.  Cut  above  an  eye  pointing  outward  that  the  new  growth  may  spread  out  from 
and  not  across  the  plant.  Cut  off  any  broken  roots.  Have  the  holes  large  enough  not 
to  cramp  the  roots  unduly.  Firm  the  soil  well  around  and  between  the  roots  and 
around  the  stem,  leaving  the  last  inch  or  two  of  soil  loose  on  top.  Never  use  manure 
or  fertilizer  in  direct  contact  with  the  roots.  Keep  the  soil  free  from  weeds  and 
well  cultivated,  or  mulch  with  Tobacco  as  advised  elsewhere  in  this  Catalog.  For 
winter  protection  hoe  or  hill  the  soil  up  around  the  trunks  of  the  plants  and  cover 
the  ground  with  a  mulch  of  leaves,  straw  or  coarse  manure.  Remove  this  old  mulch 
in  early  Spring.  Prune  your  Roses  in  this  latitude  about  the  last  week  in  March, 
cutting  back  last  season’s  growth  to  about  two  or  three  eyes.  Dust  foliage  regu¬ 
larly  to  prevent  blackspot  and  mildew  as  directed  on  page  2.  These  instructions 
apply  particularly  to  the  Hybrid  Teas.  Remove  faded  blooms  promptly.  The  more 
blooms  you  cut,  the  more  new  ones  you  will  get.

In  the  spring  after  your  Roses  have 
been  cultivated  we  suggest  covering 
the  soil  with  a  2-in.  deep  Tobacco 
31ulch.  This  will  save  arduous  labor 
by  keeping  the  weeds  down  and  doing 
away  with  further  necessity  for  hoe¬ 
ing,  keeps  the  soil  cool  and  moist, 
conserves  moisture,  helps  to  keep 
down  insect  pests,  and  is  valuable  al¬ 
so  for  its  fertilizing  value. 

What  applies  to  Roses  in  this  re¬ 
spect  applies  also  to  the  Hardy  Border 
and  to  Flower  Beds  and  Porch  or 
Window  Boxes  in  general.  Tobacco 
Mulch  is  shipped  direct  by  Freight 
from  the  factory  located  at  Yorklyn, 
Del.

Some  seeds  are  much  easier  to  germinate  than 
others.  Growers  will  have  failures  as  well  as  successes. 
Some  classes  of  seeds  are  unreliable  even  in  the  hands 
of  professionals.  Others  could  hardly  fail  with  any  sort 
of  treatment. 

Tender  seeds  should  not  be  planted  outdoors  before 
May  and  expected  to  grow;  many,  however,  may  be 
started  in  the  house  from  Feb.  to  Apr.  and  transplanted 
out  in  May.  Neither  should  the  seed  be  planted  like 
corn  and  expected  to  do  well.  Sow  about  twice  in  depth 
the  thickness  of  the  seed.  Very  fine  seed  can  be  sowed 
from  a  salt  shaker  and  pressed  down  with  a  flat  block 
or  board. 

iSeeds  started  indoors  should  be  sowed  in  cigar  boxes 
or  shallow  pans,  in  good  soil  and  covered  with  glass  until 
the  young  plants  appear,  when  one  side  of  the  glass 
should  be  raised  for  ventilation.  Keep  moist,  but  not 
soaked,  so  as  to  provide  the  needed  moisture  and  yet  not 
“damp  off”  the  young  plants. 

Do  not  transplant  until  after  the  two  seed  leaves 
have  been  succeeded  by  the  regular  leaves. 

Flat  seeds  such  as  (Ricinis,  Gourds,  Wild  Cucumber, 
Coboea,  etc.,  should  be  planted  edgewise  the  same  as 
you  plant  Lima  Beans.  Planted  flat  they  would  have  a 
tendency  to  rot. 

By  following  out  these  few  and  simple  suggestions 
you  should  have  more  than  the  average  of  success.

GROWING  PERENNIALS  FROM  SEED 

Seeds  of  Perennials  do  not  germinate  usually  as  readily  as  Annuals  so  do  not 
plant  them  as  you  would  Radishes  or  Lettuce  and  expect  success.  First  see  that 
the  seed  bed  is  finely  pulverized.  A  cold  frame  or  somewhat  shaded  location  is 
preferable.  Sow  the  seeds  in  shallow  drills,  or  in  case  of  the  finer  seeds  sow  on 
top  of  the  ground  using  a  salt  shaker  if  you  wish,  for  more  even  distribution,  then 
gently  press  the  seeds  down  with  a  wooden  block.  Cover  the  seed  bed  with  burlap 
or  a  light  coat  of  clean  straw,  wet  gently  and  do  not  let  the  ground  dry  out.  Re¬ 
move  the  covering  when  the  seeds  have  germinated  and  transplant  the  seedlings 
after  the  third  or  “true”  leaf  has  formed.  Keep  the  seedlings  moist  but  not  wet 
as  that  causes  the  young  plants  to  “damp  off.”  These  general  instructions  should 
give  the  amateur  a  fair  idea  of  how  to  grow  perennials.  Even  professionals  and 
specialists  have  their  failures  and  disappointments  at  times,  but  a  reasonable 
modicum  of  success  is  all  that  any  reasonable  one  can  ask.  It  is  a  game — and  a 
mighty  interesting  game  at  that.
